lying In a heap at the foot of the tree, 
and all were apparently dead. There 
were two doctors In the picnic party, 
and on examination they found thsCt 
not, one of the children 
had 
been 


killed, though six of them were In 
such condition that their recovery Is 
hardly oosslble. 
The other ten are 


not considered In a dangerous condi- 
tion. 


Examinations disclosed that on the 


bodies of nine of the children, the 
tree had been perfectly photographed 
by the electric bolt. 
The shoos had 


been torn from their feet and every 
pie:e of metal about them fused.

There are no marks on the body or 


clothing •« hich give a clew to the identity 
of the deceased. 
He was about 5 feet 


9 inches tall, weighed 150 pounds and was 
about 35 years of age. He was smooth 
shaven and had red hair. His collar Is 
designated as No. 14. 


Probably Laborer 


From the general appearance of Cie 


deceased he was evidently a laborer. His 
clothing was of poor material. 


The remarkable feature of the case is 


that the body should rise to the surface 
when weighed down by more than 30 
pounds of rock, 
The stone attached to 


the body about the waist weighed fully 
25 pounds. Trie smaller rocks found in 
the 
pockets would 
probably weigh 5 


pounds more.

Precautions have been 
taken to intercept the steamer at 
an intermediate point if possible.

able character of Alexander Hamilton. No man is entitled to be called "The Conqueror" who ca nnot or will not control 
his own baser propensities. A certain old book has well said "Greater is he that valueth his own spirit than he that 
taketh a city." and all history testifies to Its truth. As a chain Is not stronger than the weakest link, so a character 
Is not strongei than its weakest side. Yet tt is also true that the .greater the general excellence of character, the l.-ss ex- 
cuse for lapses in any- particular, as the strong qualities should be and could be used to overcome the weak ones. 


Tho law which requires personal parity of character, is something more than a mero "convention of society," and 


can not be disregarded and disobeyed with, impunity. It' is of divin» origin and will be enforced In some form. No man 
Is great enough to escape It as not only Sir Chas. Dilke and Chas. Stewart Parncll found out, but as

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Oakland Leads Coast Cities 


The weekly bank clearings of the ninety-five principal 


cities in the United States continue to show the general 
return of prosperity. Of the ninety-five contained in Brad- 
street's list, only two cities fail to show a percentage of 
gain in the week's clearings as compared with the cor- 
responding v,eek of last year, namely: Memphis, Tenn., 
and Savannah, Ga. The former shows a decrease of 9 
per cent in the week's volume of business and the latter 
1 per cent. 


In the percentage of increase Oakland stands at the 


head of the list of Pacific Coast cities, being credited with 
41.6 per cent of a gain. 
The clearing house record for 


the week reached the sum of $1,970,000, thus keeping up 
an average/ which represents a year's business of $100,- 
000,000. San Francisco's gain in the comparison with the 
clearings of the same week in 190S is given as 23.1 per 
cent; Los Angeles, 34.7 per cent; Seattle, 35.4 per cent; 
Spokane, 266 per cent; Portland, 39 per cent, and Sacra- 


mento, 168 per cent. 


The proof that the prosperity of the country has been 


fully restored is clearly shown in the phenomenal gain 
in business which Xew York made in the bank clearings 
of the week, the percentage of increase over last year 
being 88 6 per cent.

It is the purpose of the supervisor of the public play- 


grounds of Santa Barbara to employ a tried and effi- 
cient swimmer whose duty it will be to be present on the 
beach during bathing hours to assure the safety of the 
children using the bath houses.. The whole scheme of 
free baths for the children is based on the idea that 
cleanliness means the mental, moral and physical devel- 
opment of the children. Whether such a scheme of free 
baths can be associated with Oakland's public playgrounds 
is a subject worthy of consideration by the commission 


in charge of them.

Topics, Timely and Interesting 


Interesting Ob'\ect Lesson. 


The Redding Searchlight reports that James H. 


Strange of Olinda received the other day a package by 
parceis post from Devonshire, a county in the squib of 
England, containing seven large, ripe tomatoes, a gift 
from his brother-in-law. This package brought out very 
prominently two particularly interesting features. 
One 


of them illustrated the marked difference between the 
climate in Devonshire, the summer land of Great Britain, 
and that of California, by the fact that the tomatoes 
contained in the package had been grown in a hothouse 
and not in the open air and had been packed green in 
peat and ripened while on their six thousand mile trip. 
At the time they were plucked from tbf Devonshire hot 
house line, ripe tomatoes grown in the open air in this 
state were being supplied to the markets in abundance. 


The other feature of special interest in this particu- 


lar package was the illustration it afforded of the abil- 
ity and great value of the parcels post. The total post- 
age paid for 'its transmission by the mails was thirty-five 
cents, or, says the correspondent of The Searchlight, in 
noting the fact, "less than it could have been mailed for 
from Sacramento to Olindo." 
It came through from 


England, of course, under the parcels post arrangement 
made by the postal authorities of the 'United States and 
Great Britain a few years ago, whereby parcels of limited 
weight and size are transmissible through the mails to 
or from any point in either country at a rate lower than 
the domestic postage on corresponding packages trans- 
mitted through the mails between any two points in the 


United States. 


Recent developments show that the Krupp works at 


Essen, Germany, are dependent upon the nickel deposits 


of Canada for their supply of the metal for the manufac- 
ture of armor plates from which many of the naval 
powers of the world have been drawing the plates for 
their steel armored battleships. 
The Canadian govern- 


ment is adopting measures to put a stop to the exporta- 
tation to the United States and other foreign countries 
of the output of the nickel mines of Ontario.

British Inheritance Tax. 


As the inheritance tax favored by President Taft can- 


not receive the'sanction of the senate and the substitute 
of a 2 per cent tax on the net earnings of corporations 
has been recommended, 
the position 
taken by the 


British parliament on the 
subject 
of "death duties," 


which is another form of expressing an inheritance tax, 
is a matter of peculiar popular interest at the present 
time. The budget submitted for parliamentary approval, 
by the chancellor of the exchequer, David Lloyd-George, 
contains a special provision for the raising of revenue 
from "dea'th duties." Analyzing the proposition a British 
critic calls attention to the following four facts which 
commend themselves particularly to the 
consideration 


of the wealthy class involved in the proposition, namely: 


1. About 700,000 persons die in the United Kingdom 


every year. 


2. Only 80,000 persons out of the 700,000 possess 


property worth the attention of the government. 


3 
These 80,000 persons leave property aggregating 


about $1,500,000,000. 


4. Of the billion and a half of dollars thus left a full 


billion is left by only 4000 p'ersons. 


These facts show how the wealth of the nation has 


been concentrated in a small percentage of Britain's 
43,000,000 
population. 
Practically one billion dollars; 


worth of property passes annually through death from 
about four thousand of the 80,000 persons leaving one 
and one-half billion dollars in their estates to a corres- 
ponding number of the living. 
In actual experience the 


great bulk of the 45,000,000 inherit nothing, but the taxes 
collected from them is devoted to the protection of the 
property inherited by those who fall heir to the $1,500,- 
000,000 left by the 80,000 decedents. 
An English econo- 


mist summarizes the subject thus: 
•> 


"The death duty represents a specific benefit received 


by an inheritor. 
That specific benefit is the peaceful 


inheritance of another person's property under the pro- 
tection of the state.

"It is not in the least obscure that an estate of great 
size finds this protection by the state more valuable than 
does a small estate, for the reason that small holdings 
of property in private hands excite less hostility in so- 
ciety as a whole than large holdings.

death duties graduated according to the amount of the 
estate are justified either as fair compensation to the 
state for the exercise of its powers in guaranteeing a 
peaceful transfer or as a contribution to the support of 
the state in proportion to the value of the services ren- 
dered by it to private holders of wealth." 


Bringing the proposition home to ourselves, it stands 


to reason that a great estate which has, during the life- 
time of the one who has created it, received the protec- 
tion of the state while it was being accumulated and up 
to the time of the death of its possessor, should make 
to the state in some form through those who inherit it 
a reasonable return for this protection. The only manner 
in which this return can be exacted is by an inheritance 
tax. The exaction of such a tax does no one an injustice, 
for the one who inherits an estate toward the building up 
of which he has contributed nothing cannot be, in any 
sense, a sufferer by the imposition of the tax. What suf-

atoms. 


"This system and that system—often 


nothing- more than semi-organized nopes 
—received prayerful and expensive at- 
tention until It seemed as though the 
engineers had all the money and the 
stockholders nothing but an interesting 
series of reports, the closing' chapters 
of which invariably dealt with, the com- 
ing: receiverships. 


"In Washington 
the 
situation 
was 


unique. 
The Congress 
declared 
that 


horse cars must be succeeded by me- 
chanically operated conveyances. 
Choice 


seemed to lie between cable and over- 
head _ trolley. 
Our main east and west 


line is blessed with fifty-six curves, so 
cable was impossible; rope friction would 
take up all the power, leaving nothing 
with which to operate cars. But the Con- 
gress had before It an Irrefutable state- 
ment that a conduit electric line was 
being operated in the city of Budapest 
We knew that there was such a line, and 
we knew its unfltness and its short- 
comings, but before we could present the 
case the Congress (in a hasty, angry 
mood, without information and hypno- 
tized by the Budapest experiment) en- 
acted that we, too, should install conduit 
electric. A time limit was set, and fail- 
ure to obey would work loss of charter 
and bring financial disaster to thousands 
of Investors. 
New System 


•Thereupon some of the 
brightest 


minds In the country proceeded to the 
invention of a system which might pos- 
sibly avert the Impending catastrophe. 
It was a great gamble, and nothing les_ 
than the pressure of the life or death 
statute made any kind of success pos- 
sible. The charter was saved by a sys- 
tem which was made to order, and which 
unfortunately, Jias in it today the weak- 
nesses which, at the outset, we agreed 
were inherent. 


"In one sense and in that one only 


does the conduit electric method approach 
the ideal. Everything- in its construction 
is underground, except the rail heads and 
the thousands of manhole covers. There 
Is no obstruction to surface or aet 
traction. Aside from that it is far 1. 
desirable than the now common over- 
head trolley. And when I say 'desirable' 
I am not speaking merely fro ma railwav 
standpoint 


"Should you ask me tonight—as I have 


been asked a thousand times-'What, In 
the public interest,- is the most efficient 
and desirable method of street railway 
operation, overhead or conduit?' there can 
be only one reply—'overhead.' Then you 
ask me my reasons for that opinion and 
1 reply that they are based upon sim- 
plicity of construction and efficiency in 
operation. 
Differences in System 


"In operating efficiency the two sys- 


tems are far apart. We have both sys- 
tems in the District of Columbia—con- 
duit within the old city limits, over- 
head in the suburbs—so opportunities for 
comparison are plentiful. 
One method is 


complex and largely invisible, the other 
Is simply and always in sight. One gives 
constantly Interrupted service, the other 
never fails except when a falling tree 
strikes a trolley wire. One is tied up 
for successive hours by reason of a con- 
cealed injury, the other is repaired in 
minutes. 


"I remember that some years ago Mr. 


William Barclay Parsons, the eminent 
engineer, reported to a -board of San 
Franciscans with respect to local trans- 
portion, and I have often been asked 
for am opinion of the opinions he sub- 
mitted. 
In that report, as I recall It, 


Mr. Parsons emphatically favored 
the 


overhead trolley. 
He was right then, 


and 
the 
experience accumulated since 


that time unanimously declares his con- 
clusions to be right today."

BRING ABOUT A STRIKE 


Engineering Students of University of Cali- 


fornia in Camp for Summer Are- 


Made Seriously III. 


BERKELEY, June 19.—The lack of 


proper food resulting in the il! health of 
a large number of students at Camp Cali- 
fornia, the camp of the engineering stu- 
dents of the University 
of 
California, 


caused a mutiny, when the 120 students, 
in single file, marched in lock-step to 
the tent of W. C Wlllard, head of the 
party, and demanded that they he fed 
properly or that their money be returned 
to them and camp broken up. 


Tho first section of the young engin- 


eers arrived in Berkeley yesterday, re- 
porting that one of their number, John 
Moody Basham, of the freshman class, 
was so sick that it was necessary to sond 
him home ten days after camp had been 
organized. 
Tree others, Archie Randall, 


of the 1109 class, William Smyth, 1313; 
and John C. Lewis, 1911, arrived at their 
homes In a weak nnd unhealthy condition 
and the food is said to be the cause. 
Food Scarce and Bad 


Smyth said today 
"The food was al- 


right sometimes and at other times it was 
awful. 
At no time hardly, was there a 


sufficiency 
of food—good or bad. 
On 


the tenth day after we arrived in camp, 
the supper was so poor that the students 
were enraged. Thoy formed a procession 
'—afterwards known as the 'pie-raid pa- 
rade1—rnd surrounded the tent of In- 
structor TV C Wlllard, shouting 'down 
with hash' and '^Ivo us good food or i\o 
strike ' No answer came from the tent 
as I suppose it was thought that the fel- 
lows were not in a frame of mind that 
would make it wise to hold converse with 
them. They were pretty Indignant Some 
of them were actual!v in want of food. 


They paid $45 apiece for /he six weeks' 
trip, 
and it certainly 
seems that an 


amount of that size should have been suf- 
ficient to feed them properly, tv hen-there 
were practically no expenses 


"I do not know who was to blame 
I 


think it was mostly mismanagement." 
Hash. Beans, Prunes 


The ooys say that they received such 


food as hash, beans, weak soup, fish, 
apricots, frankfurters and prunes. 
Dr, 


H Invln, who was in attendance advised 
.T. C. Lewis that $he food was responsible 
for his unhealthy condition. Most of tho 
students were affected with a severe rash, 
which became more serious the longer 
they stayed In camp and lived on camp 
diet. 


Ernest D Clabaugh. a student in the 


Junior class of the civil engineering col- 
lepe. who was at first delegated to as- 
sist in serving the students, has stated 
that lie was told to do other work, be- 
cause he Insisted on giving his fellow- 
students a sufficient supply of food. 


The cooking was done by a hired Jap- 


anese and Is said to have been unbear- 
able. The principal objection was made 
to the fish 
"They wore so stale," said 


one student "that it was Impossible to 
eat them. They were actually dangerous 
as food when brought on the table Most 
of them were thrown over our shoulders 
into the creek that ran past the rear of 
our camp "
